2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art is found to teach or sufficiently suggest the claimed process for accelerating the 
setting of hydraulically setting binders construction chemistry products, comprising 
adding the claimed an accelerant composition containing the water-redispersible 
polymer powder composition and one of the claimed accelerant compounds, in the 
claimed amounts based on the redispersible powder composition, wherein the 
accelerant compound is added to the water-redispersible polymer powder following 
polymerization. 

Thus, claims 9-21 are allowed.
